VERY STRONG BAGS 

A ramshackle vendor might be part of the 
Italian Market's tradition, but will he survive its 
drive to "clean up"? By Holly Otterbein 

A mong the varioua iconic aymbols of Philadelphia's Italian 
Market — the imposing mural of former police chief and 
mayor Frank Rizzo; the great chariot wheels of cheese 
hanging in the windows of the Di Bruno Bros, grocery — Jrrfin 
Banks is probably among the lesser known. 

On the other hand, he’s probably one of the most colorful. 
Nearty every day for the past 20 years (yes, this year marks his 
20th anniversaiy.he says). Banks has hawked 50-csnt shopping 
bags and delivered groceries to nearby and elderly residents (S2 
to $3 per delivery) from his homemade storefront — a shopping 
cart — developing in the process his own ramshackle brand. 

There's the uniform;hat,boots, cargo pants and a pair of sun- 
glasses diat he never, ever removes, And then, attracting what 
must be hundreds of photographers, pro and iimuteur alike, 
over the years, his carta. He's “taken toadvertising'on them,he 
explains mildly: Each is plastered from top to bottom with Banks' 
handmade signs, which he creates with black marker in a style 
that is instantly recognizable and often beautiful: “The Name 
for Stress-Free Grocery Delivery Since 1991, "reads one. “A ^%ry 
Strong Bagl’reads another. Others are more contemyrfative: “I 
Love You Mom!';“May theWorkThat IDoSpeakFor Me." 


“Thats how I beat my competition. I'm an artist!" says Banks, 
who adds, “I didn’t go to school for ait: I learned from ray mother," 

And then there’s the broadcasLAffixed to the cart is a cotton- 
candy-pink-accented Sharp stereo, from which Banks blasts his 
latest mix tapes. Jackson 6 on a recent visit. Bmiks broadcasts 
his business uswelt by voice, merrily shouting made-up slogans 
as shoppers walk past. 

He's iconic enough, apparently, to have made it into a scene in Rocky 
V. “I didn't want to be inffocAy V, but Tm in Rocky V' he explains. 

But not everyone in the Italian Market finds Banks so (harm- 
ing, for some longHmers. in fact, 
he’s sybobc of an element in the 
market they'd rather not see 
— and the recent push by orga- 
nizers to “clean up" the Market 
could (xmceivaUy send him 
packing. 

Teople think the Italian 
Market is dirty,” says Cookie 
Ciliberti. secretary of the South 
9th Street Business Men’s Association, as she stands only a few 
paces from where barrel frres and garbage regularly line the 
streets. "We're trying to change." 

Some members of the South 9th Street Business Men's 
Association want Banks to clean up hisact ASAP or leave the cor- 
ridor. T tried to kill him twice this week!’ Ciliberti bemoans. She 
claims that Bonks “leaves his trash eveiywhere" (Banks denies 
this) and begrudgeshisuseof the Market's port-a- potty, which

♦ SAFETY’S IN THE NUMBERS 

According (D the grand jury report charging Philadelphia abortion 
doctor Kermtt Qosnell with the murder of one woman and seven 
babies, the state was partially to blame for not having inspected 
his clinic since 1993 “for political reasons." In lightof these find- 
ings. state Rep. Matt Baher (R-%Ilsboro) introduced a bill thathe 
says would prrdect women by putting an end to the Department <zf 
Health’s “gross lack ofovm-sight" by holding abortion dinics 
to the some safety standards as outpatient surgery centers. The 
House Health Committeevoted in favor ofit on Monday. 

But women's advocates say that the bill actually makes 
abortion less safe. 

The problem that Gosnell exposed isdnit regulations were 
spottily and inadequately enforced.'not that the state needed new 
regulations, says Sue FVietache oftheWrmen's LawPrqject.She 
urguesthat the bill expands staffing and construction require- 
ments without reason, and will raise the cost of an abortion 
by as much as $1,000. This, in turn, saystVietsche, will shut down 
safe clinics and Torce women to seek care in other states or fixrm 
marginal orillegal practitioneTS." 

Baker counters that the grand jury report itself recommends hold- 
ing abortion clinics to tbe same standards as outpatient surgery' 
centers. “Aren’t womoi deserving of enhanced safety?" asks Baker. 
“Aren’t they worth the exbe money?” 

But Jen Boulanger ofAllentown Women’s Center argues that the 
state should not make aborticsi less accessible to the pcnr “Women 
were going to Gosnell because it seemed more afibrdable."

Last week, the l^nnitylvania House Gaming Oversight Committee 
passed, just barely, a bill to the House floor dial would require 
casinos to mail monthly “expense” (or “loss”) statements to 
all players who use‘Vewards"cBid3.The bill was ^ronsored by Rep.

Domenick Criim, general manager of 
Car^uccio's Meats and a director of the business 
association, is sympathetic to Banks: "He’s got a 
good heart. My mom’s religious, she prays with 
him.’But Crimi says that the city is pressuring 
the Italian Markrt to "get organized,” and Banks 
isn’t one to play by the rules when it comes to 
things like licensing. <By city ordinance, alt street 
vendors must have a license, but many don't.) 

'He doesn’t really listen.'Crimi soys of Banks, 
adding that the vendor is nonetheless part of a 
long tradition: "Ninth Street has always been a 
seat-of-your-ponts type of thing.” 

“We're definitely pro bag guy,” says Carla Rose, 
whose familyowns Molly’s Cafe and Bookstore. 


She says Banks is integral to the 
Itaban Markets image. and she’d 
miss him dearly if he was gone: 
"Every moming imu wake up to 
all the different catdt phrases: 
'Fish!' "Two dollars a pound!' Itjust 
wouldn't be the same without A 
dollorabagr” 

Banks, for his part, rqjects the 
diaracterization ofhis business 
as Mirty,” and he dismisses such 
attacks as'gossip.'Tbe Italian 
Market is a soap opera,” he coim- 
ters."aildl know soap operas. I 
used to watchAii Children.” 

Critics may be"jealous,”he 
added one recoit evening, but he’d 
rather not talk about the fuss, 
Near^ finished after a long day at 
the Market. Banks was resting on 
a fold -out chair he'd brought and 
taking in a nice sunset, Shuftling 
through his tapes,athoujriit 
occurred to him — a gentle jab at 
his critics. 

The only reason Tm still here 
tonight.’he mused, ‘is to wait for 
the trash truck to come!”

Robert Baruch, a software architect for Verizon, 
is at NextFab almost every weekend woihing on his 
pet project — a computer with no electronic compo- 
nents and powered by a steam engine. 'So there’s this 
steom-pimk aspect to it, 'he says. All the other work- 
tops he'd found in the city were just empty spaces for 
mnt But NextFhb ‘had all the equipment,"he notes. 
'1 never realty had the opportxjnity to build some- 
thing complex because places like this didn’t exist." 

But why a mechanical computer? “It’s a hobby,” 
Baruch says with a grin. 'It makes me happy. I come 
here b> exerdse a different type of creativity." 

NextPhb iaiT just for hobbyists, “My vision for this 
place was for inventors to be able to go from a concept 
to an aesthetically pleasing produetthat they could 
show peojde." explains Malone. 

Imix'essed by the place’s “tremendous resources." 
Joyce Lee, a recent ^nn graduate, joined NextFab a 
month ago. She’s been using the computer<ontrolIed 
lasercuttertomake custom buttons, the digital 
embroidery/sewing machine for on upcycling do thing 
isxgect, and both machinea to make novelty culling 


caida She’s also taken advantage of their camera and 
lifting kit tn [hotograph her work for a portfolio. 

Malone — who as a graduate student at Cornell 
was involved in developing a 3-D printer — found 
the inspiration forNextlhb in the small-scale 
manufacturing setups, called Fhb Labs, developed 
1^ MIT professor Neil Gershenfeld to give under- 
privileged communities the ability to create things 
they need. Using funding from the Nahonal Science 
Foundatioi, there are now about 60 Fab Labs in 18 
countries, with the first ones in 2002 going to places 
such as rural India and Costa Rico. “It’s the power of 
just providing access" to technology, says Malone. 

Besides the membership aspect, NextFab provides 
contract services for product development, and it 
partners with the University City Science Center’s 
Breadboard project to do education and community 
outreach in technology and aits. Recently, high 
sdiool students finm the West Philly EVXTeam woit 
toNextFab to 3-D-«can a car transmission. 

Independent artist and designer Sharif Pendleton 
joined Nextfhh less than a week alter it opened in 
January 2010.

Its a busy time forthe Central High Robolancers, 
the school's competitive robot-design team. Down- 
staire in the cramped and cluttered physkslab.u 
group of students are packing up for that weekend’s 
FlRSTtFor Inspiration and Recognition of Science 
ondTechnology) Robotics Competition regional 
tournament; up here in the lounge, drivers are put- 
ting their robot through its paces via a glorified 
PlayStatin) ccmtroller, preparing for this week- 
end’s BEST (Boosting Engineering, Science, and 
Tedmokigy) World Champkmshtp in Orlando. 

The kids intn robotics are pretty nerdy kids in a 
pretty nerdy school, "says their teacher/coach Daniel 
Ueda with obvious nerdy affection, “But they’re all 
really comfortable with it becausethey gettn do a 
lot ofthinga that are cool,’"rhose cool things indude 
traveling for robotics shows, which Ueda bkens to 
“the most irtsane rock concert, with party music play- 
ing, people dancing and then robots competing.’' 

'The trip to Orlando for the world championship is a 
first for the team . They placed in the top eight at the 
rcgionala in Alabama lastNovember, andare honing 
their robot, which has to haul a trailer, pick uporange 
cooes and place them in holes (geniuses-in-training 
or not, these are still high school kids, so “getting the 
tip in to the hole” still earns a giggle every time), and 
lift golf balls and plastic eggs, distinguishing between 
eggs ctmtaining magnets versus marbles. 

The ll-year-okl program, which encompasses the 
Robolancers club and an engineering and robotics 
class and whidi competes in a third, imderwater 
robot competiticm, is important, Ueda says, because 

it “gives students a lot of hands-on experience 

They learn about problem-solving in ways that are 
way more intoise than you do in a classroom." 

Since he came into the program two years ago. 

Ueda has seen students earn scholarships and go on 
to study mechanical engineering at the college level, 
especially at Drexel, where several former students 
return aa mentors to the current Central team. 

What’s particularly impressive about the 
Robolancers' successes is that they’re dealing with 


obstacles typical of an urban school. Where more 
aOhient school^ robotics teams do much of their work 
on Saturdays, Central cant afford to open its doors cm 
the weekends, limiting the program to after scbooL 
But studmts’ SEPTA TVansPasses run out at 7 p.m.. 
and many parents don’t want their children staying 
in the neighborhood even that la te. Ueda some times 
makes up for it by bringing students and robots to his 
house cm the occasional Saturday morning. 

The BEST competition is a relatively level i^aying 
field. rcc)uiringbots constructed out of a supplied kit. 
But the FIRST competition setsonly aprioe limit 
— and doesn't count ecpiipmentdonated to the team. 

Thattranslatesinto an advantage for suburban 
teams, but Ueda hopes to make up ground via the 
first annual Robotics Expo, to be held on April 28 
at Drexel, hosted by Central. The event, free to the 
public, will raise funds not only for the Robolancers 
but for the sponsorship of a new PhiJly robotics teanL 
Companies, including Solid Works. Boeing and Texas 
Brstruments, will sponsor display booths, while area 
hi^ schools and colleges will give denronstratiems. 

The Expo is our chance to show off what Philly 
can do and engage the community, try to get peofde 
involved andinterested in robotks. We also want to 
inspire other schools to pick up the program. We're 
trying to show kids how cool science can be."

DIVINE INTERVENTION 

Curio Theatre Co. finds a heavenly balance 
betweenchurch and stage. By Bruce Walsh 

A s Hiul Kuhn walks up the steps oFthe Calvaiy Center, the 
Band-Aid on the crest of his head unsticks itself, revealing a 
nasty little gash. “A pipe snuck up on me in the basement." 
he says, with a halihearted attempt to reapply the bandage. 
“There’s always a few that take me by surprise down there.” 

Fbr the past six years. Curio Theatre Co. has performed exclu- 
sively in this space, a 114-yearold decaying, hauntingly beautiiiil 
churdi at 4Sth and Baltimore. Kuhn — Curio’s co-foimder. artistic 
director, occaaonal performer, technical director and principal set 
designer — works nearly every day in the historical chapel, but 
he’s stilldiscoveringquiriLS. And low-hanging pipes. 

Eleven years ago. in an effort to preserve the building — and to 
keep its priceless Tiffany windows in the neighborhood — commu- 
nity and Calvary United Methodist Chureh membere formed the 
Calvary Center for Culture and Community, Curio was one of the 
organizations enlisted te inhabitthe space, attracted by next-to- 
nothing rent and near-total artistic freedom. 

Kuhn and hiscoUaborators soon had visions of a major profes- 
sional repertory theater on Baltimore Avenue. But the company 
has been slow to grow, while struggling to find ite niche in West 
Philly. Curio’s projected 2011 budget is just u tick over $100,000. 
Professional Elquity theaters in the region typical^ have an annu- 


al budget well over $400, 000. 

But lately Curio has stepped trying to fightits idiosyncratic home. 
It’s taken about six years, hut alUhree staffmembers say they final- 
ly understand how to work with the hand diey've been dealt 

"As soon as you walk into the space, the architectural elements 
overvdielmyou. I mean,you’re trying to say ‘look at this little 
stage’tt the audience, and in the meantime they have a 50-foot 
Jesus standing in front of them.” says Kuhn, referring to those 
invaluable stained-gloss windows. 

The situation came to a headthreeyearsagowith theirproduc- 
tion of Joe Orton's 1969 sex farce, 
VWiat MeButio- Sam. Kuhn read- 
ily admits his design for the show 
was ill-conceived: a realistic unit 
set smack-dabin the middle of the 
cavernous cathedraLThe show 
often played to audiences of 20 to 
30 in a space with endless rows of

Prank responds as any impotent ex-husbund would: He slips on a 
makeshift costume, grabs a pipe wrench and reinvents himself as 
a crime-fighting vigilante called The Crimson Bolt. The idea comes

In the wake of WatcA men (the 
camic.nat the movie), situating 
superheroes in the "rear world has 
been a facile way for genre geeks to 
feign seriousness while essentially 
servingthe same adolescent needs.

At the same time, her 
wide-eyed insanify is more ingratiating 
than Frank’s tortured plcxlding, and the 
sight of a (nnt-size Page sinking herjury- 
rigged Wolverine claws into a bad guy’s 
face has a genuinely revolutionary kick to 
it She’s Super's actioD-iDovie id, crushing a 
thug's legs with her cart and cackling as he 
spits blood, until the moment when it sud- 
denly isn’t funny any m(3re. 

Super is an ungainly movie, unevenly 
paced and transp a rmtly shot (m the cheap; 
at worst, it’s an eyesore. But for all its 
gooiball jokes and gratuitous splatter, it’s 
Bgenuine movieofideas.more genuinely 
pravocative than any of its glossy big-stu- 
dio cousins. Some critics are inclined to 
hold the movie responsible for their own 
discomfort, to read its deliberate ugliness 
us incidental.

“First let me tell you what we’re out of’Two meels-Two wait- 
resses. Both began this way at Cafe 943, an 
affable Argentine/ItalianBYOB that took two

open: water pitcbaa filled to the brim, lilac

Prime time on aweeknight.ghosts filled the buttercream-col- 
ored room. My table was the lone server's only charge, and while 
listing the 86'd items affcraperfimctory hello, she projected the 
kind of gloom that Domes from standing around doing nothing for 
hours. I couldn't blame her.

They were out oftuna. They were out of Milaneaa de carne, They 
were out ofthe empanadas (Cancel here's Buenos Aires-born mom 
makes them), The octopus “Don Gtovanni." named for CancelUere’s 
Italian-born father, would not he served with favas but widi less- 
exciting chickpeas. There was but one dessert, a walnut-studded 
scoop ofchocoluto-bunanugelatofrom Andiony'sup the block. 

Maybe it was the missing dishes, the somb^ service, the after- 
dark ghostliness of the ItaHan Market just beycnd the windows, 
ora combinBtion:Thoughvery much open for business, in many 
respects 943 felt like a restaurant on the brink of closing. 

Then the food started coming. Lemon and parsley and silky olive 
□il.Fermel and garlic, sweet and smokedpaiaikas. Pink shrimp 
smithed in some ofthe dishes, easy-to-love mussels steamed with 
others. Before I knewit, we depleted two 
baskets of sliced baguette (a disappear- 
ance aided by the zesty. oregano-laced 
salsa crio Ha), and 943 felt very alive. 

Even without the favas, the octopus 
was electric. Tbmato, fermel and saiffon shone through the long- 
legged beauty’s skin-deep (the grill) and topical (smoked paprika 
and smoked salt) smoke, and Iloved how the garbanzos ruptured 
individually, releasing their creamy interiors like capsules of 
hummus, This particular prep is named for Cancelliere’s father, 
alifelongreatuurateur, because.'Atoneofhis pizzerias, he put 
this octopus on one ofthe piea That was probably back in 1976. 1 
never forgot that." 1 don’t think III forget it, rither. 

Born in Italy and raised in Buenos Aires, Giovanni Cancelliere 
was ahead ofhis time, whether putting rephali^d on pizza or

opening an Argvntinc slcakhoiuc, El Gaucho, in Old City 
in 1978. He died in 2005, shortly after selling his last 
restaurant, Butcher Cafe, where his son had cooked, but, 
Cancelliere says, 'Once my dad passed away, 1 didn’t want 
anylhing to do with the restaurant business.” 

But like a torrid lover, the biz is tough to leave, and 
Cancelliere got bit by the bug while managing the 
Marlton outpost of Pizzicato for a pat. Before long, he 
reconnected with Gene LeFevre, his father’s former 
partner and owner of the Morris House Hotel. As plans 
for 94.’! came together — LeFevre owrts the bricks 
— Cancelliere was pulling "double duty," cooking at the 
hotel’s M Restaurant while trying to open his own place, 
another reason behind 943’s delay. 

But good things come to those who wait: knots of 
housemade al dente pappardelle (Cancelliere’s favorite 
cut) tossed with shrimp, basil and a light, bright tomato 
broth; crisp-cnough-Ui-hcar-it chicken Milanoso, thicker 
than the breaded cutlets from the butchers down the 
street and, shy of an extra sprinkle of salt, perfect: and a 
thicket of twice-fhed, parsley- decked papas fritas forti- 
fied with enough garlic to repel every bloodsucker (and 
most dates) within a 10-mile radius. Try the fries con 
huovo: For a-la-minute egg scrambling, Cancelliere keeps 
a pan hot on a burner, rippling with garlic oil. 

That’s how mom always did it, and there’s a lot of her 
influence on 943's menu. “I want to represent how we 
ate at home,' explains Cancelliere, who grew up in the 
Northeast. Kluring the week, my mother would make the 
caiuielloni, the ravioli, and my dad would do as ado on the 
weekends while we watched soccer." 

Just like Cancelliere’s childhood dinners, his restau- 
rant slips so seamlessly between Italian and Argentine 
cooking, distinctions between the culinary cousins 
become blurred, /nccpfion-style. Are you in an Italian 
restaurant within an Argcnlino restaurant, or an Italian 
restaurant within an Argentine restaurant within an 
Italian restaurant? I can't say fur sure, and I seem to 
have misplaced my spinning top. 

This may be a clue: As in South America, meal is the 
dc factoget at 943. Though the skirt steak chewed like 
tire treads, the grilled short ribs were tender, no small 
feat sans -braise, and I loved the Esposito’s-procured 
strip “a little dirty” with extra fat, the way they do it in 
Argentina. Eating creamy mollejas (veal sweetbreads) 
was like having sweetbreads for the first time, enforced 
by morcilla and chorizo. Cancelliere doesn’t make the 
darkly alluring blood sausage — he defers to neiglibor 
D’Angelo’s — but he does do his chorizo in-house, spicing 
coarsely ground pork and fat with nutmeg and cumin, 
pimentdns picante and dulcc and crushed red pepper. 

Except for thechonzo and morcilla (served as a pair), 
all these meats are available individually. Or order the 
pnrhllndajuani, a $50 mixed grill of all the afurumun- 
lionod that feeds two to four. Gnawing like o caveman on 
the short-rib bones, you might even be relieved to be the 
only table in the house.
